dividend on Northern Pacific preferred 
generally meets the approval of Wall 
street. 
From Philadelphia, however, 


comes a.whisper of dissatisfaction. One 
prominent brokerage house nummarized 
;bis complaint in the following circular 
,o his customers: 
"Under the old reorganization plan it 


waa provided that all sunn diverted 
from the earning!) spent on tlie property 
should be reimbursed to the pieferred 
stockholders, who were the original bond* 
holders. This policy of right la reson- 
nized in a scrip dividend -of 11 per cent 
in 1882, again in 1889 and 1890, when 
$3,347,000 of new consolidated 5 per cent 
bonds were set aside for the benefit of 
preferred stock. 
At the latttr time 


Villrtrd pereuuded the preferred stock- 
holders that it wonld be wise to allow 
ibat $3,347,000 bonds to remain as a re- 
serve against a possible deficiency in 
earnings. The promise waa not kept. 
As the dividend in now passed, that 
$3,347,000 is due the preferred etock, not 
us a favor but as a riitht, and we think it 
is due them at once. It would bo oiKalar 
if a suit waa not brought to compel an 
immediate distribution of the bonds. If 
successful, and a failure is unlikely, 
there would be a dividend. About 10 
per cunt to tho present preferred stock 
only would ba paid in bonds, not in 
Block. Bonds sell around 77 per cent, 
making a possible cash dividend of $170. 
1'hure 18 no use of waiting until October 
to settle some of these matters, and it is 
unlikely the Northern Pacific stockhold- 
ers will even join n permit ol three years 
in the election of directora."
